company spoke as follows: 


"We don't want to make -much of 


any statement on thin matter., 
be- 


cause there is really no need 
for 


homes among our ' employes. ' Our 
help is pretty well stabilized." 
and 


most of our men have been in our 
employ for from one to "0 years. We 
feel,that we are doing our share by 
paying t h e wages. . 
. 
. 
"There is a reason, for. the. short- 


age of houses." Mr. Wing 
added, 


"and it is found in' the' present high 
cost of building. 
We can't blame 


anybody for not building when we 
have to pay $1.25 an hour for la- 
bor and with lumber way out 
of 


sight. 
We certainly don't want to 


do any building either for our men 
or for our plant until 
conditions 


change. I really won't say what we 
can or will do in the city-wide hous- 
ing movement until we have studied 
this thing." 
F. J. Harwood of the 
Appleton 


Woolen Mills is of the opinion that 
there is a crying need for houses and 
that something ought to be done at 
once, and that he would gladly inter- 
est himself in any move to remedy 
the shortage. 
"Our situation is' such," Mr. Har- 


- wood stated, "that we do not .have a 
* calf "to 'supply" libmeV for "our"own 


employes. -> They are largely young 
people .who live, with their parents, 
'and-are thus taken-care of.' More 
houses in .Appleton would be a good 
thing for all the manufacturers. A 
corporation organized to build homes 
appears, to be a worthy move, and 
we are willing to do something to- 
ward it." 
H. G. Saecker, of the Appleton Ma- 


chine company expressed his views 
as follows: 


>"I guess that the housing proposi- 


tion in Appleton is not verv flatter- 
ing. 
People are suffering for^places 


to live in. We have already respond- 
ed to the request of the Building and 
Loan association to take more stock. 
All that the "business 
men would 


have to do would be to take more 
stock in the 
association 
and 
we 


could then go right ahead with the 
building of houses." 
"If a housing company is organiz- 


ed here," continued Mr. Saecker. "it 
will require an organization to run 
it. Why go to that expense and cre- 
ate such an overhead when we have 
our building and loan association al- 
ready .organized, incorporated 
and 


in the harness ready to take on this 
work. The money is all 
handled 


through the bank, and under state 
supervision. 
We need the 
houses 


and if Appleton is to grow, we have 
got to take care of the people that 
want to live here. 
With our plan, 


the people themselves will realize a 
small dividend,- besides being able to 
build homes and pay for them 
in 
monthly installments. We are will- 
ins to do our share in any movement 


• .to overcome the present shortage of 


homes, but it seems to me that we 
ought to do it through the efficient 
organization we now have." 


The economic side of the matter 


was brought out by R. A. Peterson 
of the Valley Iron Works, who said. 
"There is a need for houses, and we 
certainly would be willing to go into 
anything that would remedy the sit- 
uation. 
We seem to have trouble 


getting tho right kind of men and it 
may be due to the fact that there 
arc no houses, and the steady work- 
ers do not come here to seek omploy- 
'mcnt. 
It would help us and help 


Anplcton to have something 
done. 


The building and loan 
association 


would seem to be one solution. We 
are in favor of any boost given (his 
movement." 
Considering that the above state- 


ments are from men in several lines 
of industry, it seems safe lo say that 
thorc exists a cordial spirit of co-op- 
oration between the manufacturers, 
and that as soon as the movement is 
headed up and cry^tallized into ac- 
tion, all of them tiill stand ready to 
help Appleton forward.

Three million ex-service men are in 


need of aid. Miller said and added that 
most ex-.servjce men would take a 
bonus in casl! or bonds in preference 
to farm or home loans or vocational 
education. 


"All that the American legion asks 


Is as liberal treatment as is consist- 
ent with 
the welfare 
of the whole 


country —..legislation that is fair to 
the ex-sei\ice men and at the same 
time just .is fair (o the entire nation 
as well." d'Olier said. 


"The overwhelming majority of ox- 


service men feels strongly that this 
government owes an obligation lo all 
oer«ons who were handicapped cither 
bodily or financially because of mili- 
taiy or naval service during the re- 
cen' war.

"The American Legion represent- 


ine over one million exservice men 
and women spoke very plainly on 
this point in its national convention 
last November. 


"In accordance with "resolutions 


passed at the national convention of 
:he legion, its 
national 
beneficial 


committee is now ready to submit 
recommendations for legislation cov- 
ering four features as follows: 
1—Land settlement covering farms 


in all states and not confined to a 
few states. 


2—Home aid to encourage 
pur- 


chase of homes in either country or

- 3-r-Vocational training for all ex- 
service,peraons desiring it

"4—Adiustment of compensation 


or final adjustment of extra back pay 
based.on length of service for those 
not, desiring to avail themselves of 
any one of the previous three fea- 
tures. 
"The ex-service person to be given 


his option of any one and only one of 
the above four feautres. shall only 
be as liberal as is consistent with the 
welfare of the whole country. 


"The American legion asks noth- 


ing in its selfish interests at the ex- 
pense of the country but at the same 
time does not feel that this obliga- 
tion to ex-service men and women 
should be altogether passed by at 
this time and all economizing done 
at the expense of the ex-service men. 


"Having waited over a year, it is 


not unreasonable now to expect some 
action showing that the interests of 
the ex-service men have not been al- 
together forgotten." 


Both d'Olier and Miller sought to 


show that they were not asking a 
b'onus but an adjustment of compen- 
sation. 
"The cost of living has gone up and 


faces the service man as never be- 
fore upon his discharge. His service 
has not fitted him to earn more mon- 
ey and his financial status is not 
nearly as good as that of the man 
who remained in civil life; and in ad-; 
dition. he has a debt in many cases 
incurred by his family for living ex- 
penses during his absence.

However, the issues of the conflict 
were mainly determined, so far as actual 
fighting went, on land, and the opening of 
hostilities found England 
noticeably 


weak in this field. Fortunately for the 
cause of the allies, fear of Germany 
caused France to keep in readiness a 
highly efficient standing army of 800.000 
men. 


It was this French army and its sus- 


tained "they-shall-not-pass"' determina- 
tion that saved Europe until England 
first and the United States later could 
muster and put into action their potential 
military strength. Each one of the allies 
engaged in that lifc-and-dealh struggle 
realizes today that after the enormous 
and long perfected German war machine- 
\vas let loose the fate of civilization was 
in the balance at crucial periods while 
the nations on the defensive were desper- 
ately attempting lo muster, train and 
equip their man power. The margin be- 
tween victory and defeat was slender. It 
was a close shave all around. 


The war is over and the world hoped 


and expected lo see an end lo the mililary 
policies of Europe which were one of its 
potent-causes.-It was the purpose of the 
league of nalions'to organize the free and 
responsible governments for the preser- 
vation of peace and the prevention of 
war. 
Under this plan Ihe necessity of 


maintaining large standing armies and 
great military establishments would have 
disappeared. But the league of nations 
is not yet successfully created. With the 
United States out of the league and its 
prospects, therefore, uncertain. European 
nations arc casting about for the selcc-1 


tionsof policies thai will safeguard their 
interests and existence. 


France is now preparing lo create a 


standing army of a million men. which 
is going back lo pre-war conditions as 
far as she is concerned. If France actual- 
ly decides upon Ibis course she can hard- 
ly be blamed, bearing in mind the fact 
ilia I the Brilish army has been reduced 
lo 220,000 men. and that she cannot rely 
upon assistance from Great Britain and 
the United Slates in the event she is al- 
lacked. Experience permits .France lo 
lake no chances. Nevertheless, it is un- 
forlunalc thai conditions may force her 
lo a return lo defensive militarism. Nol 
only will il be a severe burden upon the 
people, bul il will make more difficult Ihe 
reduction of the rest of the world lo a 
truly peace basis. Undoubtedly if the 
United Stales were lo enter life league of 
nations France would not carry through 
this program, bul no one knows in Eu- 
rope what the United Slates will do. in 
fact Ihe United Stales itself docs not 
seem lo know.

A DESIRABLE CHANGE. 


As is well known Ihe foreign relations 


of the Dominion of Canada arc eonducl- 
-cd through the British government. For 
many years this practice has been a source 
of irritation to Canadians in their rela- 
tions wilh the United Stales. "Whenever 
Ihe dominion desired to address itself lo 
the United Stales, or vice versa, it had to 
be done through Downing street. London. 
There has long been a feeling that Iwo 
great countries of the western hemi- 
sphere, divided only by a 3.000 mile 
boundary line and having so many inter- 
ests in common, ought lo discuss and dc- 
lermine the affairs concerning them 
through direct communication. Notwith- 
standing the uniformly friendly feeling 
between the two countries, they have 
had some notable controversies. These 
have of necessity been referred to the 
British foreign office and the negolialions 
as a mailer of fact were between Uic 
United Stales and England ralher than 
bclwecn il and Canada. 
--' 


Occasionally these decisions, more or 


less favorable to the United Slates, have 
left an unpleasant taste in the mouths of 
our northern neighbors, some of whom 
have inclined to the view that the British 
government has not been unwilling lo 
mildly sacrifice Canadian inlcrcsts in or- 
der to please Ihis powerful republic. 
Probably Ihis feeling has nol been justi- 
fied, for it is cerlain this government has 
never sought to lake advantage of Can- 
ada in any such manner, and we feel that 
the adjudication of all disputes with the 
Dominion has been as nearly equitable as 
may be expected in differences between" 
nations. 


Nevertheless. Ihe syslcm of diplomacy 


has nol been salisfaclory lo Canada, and, 
we think, properly so. In recent years 
there has been a growing dclerminalion 
at Oltawa lo obtain the right of establish- 
ing direct diploma lie relalions between 
Ihe Dominion and Ihe Uniled Stales, 
with Ihe resull that the Canadian parlia- 
ment-now has before it a measure of this 
character with the full assent of the Brit- 
ish government. It is to be hoped, so far 
as Uniled Stales is concerned, that'this 
measure will become law, as undoubted- 
ly il will. "We would welcome a Canadi- 
an representative at Washington • and • 
would be glad lo send one' lo Ottawa. 
During Jhc Jailer part of'the war a Can- 
adian commissioner was kcpTin Wash- 
ington wilh jurisdiction in the joint part- 
nership of the Iwo counlries on mailers 
of mililary supply. This Arrangement 
nol only proved lo be useful but indicated 
that direct intercourse would be belter 
for both countries in lime of peace. Can- 
adian relalions with the Uniled Stales 
are entirely of a nature thai makes il de- 
sirablelhey be handled by their govern- 
ments without recourse lo the diplomacy 
of Great Britain.

HOLLAND OPENS GUNS AGAINST ZLYDER 


ZEE 


Amsterdam.—Holland's war against.Jier _tra- 


ditional enemy—the sea'—is on in earne'st. Work 
has been begun on the huge dyke that will sev- 
er the North Sea from the Zuydcr Zee, making 
the latter a lake from which the water will later 
be pumped. The resulting reclaimed land will 
be at least 850 square miles. 


An army of workmen are engaged on the en- 


ormous work, which, it is predicted, will last 
from twenty to thirty-five years. The pre-war 
estimate of" the cost "was $80,000,000 but it is 
now believed it cannot be accomplished for less 
than $123,000,000. 


The government authorized bond issues to 


raise funds for the work, expecting the revenue 
from reclaimed land to pay both principle and 
interest soon after the water has been drawn 
out and farms established in the old bed of the 
shallow Zuydcr Zee. 
The plans call'for construction of huge con- 


crete blocks to he laid on the bottom of the sea- 
arm the entire length of the dyke, from the is- 
land of Wieringcn lo Piaam. on the 
Frisian 


coast. The distance is about 20 miles. 'OR this 
concrete foundation will be piled rock clay, sand 
and concrete until the dyke is built from seven 
to ten feet above sea level. It is planned to lay 
a double-track railroad along the top of the 
dyke to be used in later construction and final- 
ly .for traffic from northeast to southwest Hol- 
land. 


In the meantime similar but smaller dykes 


will liavo been constructed through the lake 
dividing it into fix'e sections. The water will 
then be pumped out at each section, the ground 
allowed to dry and then it will be cut up into 
farms enough to support a population of 300.- 
OOQ. 
The reclaimed territory will comprise a 


new and separate province of the Netherlands. 


The picturesque little island of Markcn. long 


known and loved by tourists, will appear as a 
hill in the flat country that will l»c left when 
the water has been driven away. The litllc vil- 
laccs of fishornicn will disapi»ear as such an<J 
the inhabitants will either have to enter other 
trades or move their «hantic-s to another sea.
